SPOKANE (AP) — Nature's 
blights, pesticides and foreign 
imports have combined to make 
life tough for the state’s commer- 
cial honeybees and their keepers. 

The number of beekeepers and 
bee colonies have been dropping 
across the nation for about 50 
years. The rate of decline has 
accelerated in recent years due to 
cheap imported honey and the 
spread of pests such as tracheal 
mites and varroa mites. 

The number of commercial 
beekeepers in the United States 
now stands at about Z000, with 
W ashingt on state’s total down to 
about- 100. — — - — 

Many of those still in the busi- 
ness in Washington are older, 
third- and fourth-generation 
keepers who wonder how long 
they can last, given current condi- 
tions. 

Though keepers sell honey 
from their hives, pollination is a 
major source of keepers' income. 
The average keeper earns $30 to 
$50 per colony per crop for the 
several-week service of pollinat- 
ing on orchard. 

•The economics plus the mites 
suggest that it isn't the business 
to get into if you want to make 
money," said Jim Bach, of the 
state's. Department of 
Agriculture’s apiary — or bee- 
keeping — program. 
“Economically, it just doesn’t 
pencil out" 

Despite their relatively small 


Honeybees pollinate seed craps 
ran ging from broccoli to pump- 
kins, as well as canola and all the 
tree fruits, inclu d i n g apples. 

Put in simple terms. Each says, 
“No bees, no pollination, no 
fruit." 

New challenges emerged for 
the U.S. beekeeping industry in 
the 1980s when tracheal miles 
and varroa mites began killing an 
increasing number of bees. 

Microscopic tracheal mites 
climb into bees' breathing tubes 
and live off their blood. Varroa 
- mites crawl into hives and enter 
the bodies of young bees. 

— Costly- medications con limit- 
infestations, but there is no 
absolute remedy. U.S. beekeep- 
ers still lose about 10 percent of 
their bees to mites each year. 

At times, keepers have an 


enemy in farmers. Colonies often 
are lost from exposure to pesti- 
cides sprayed on fields and 
orchards. 

The chemicals can often wipe 
out other possible pollinators, 
such as butterflies and moths, 
leaving growers almost entirely 
dependent on bees. 

Bach and others are trying to 
teach farmers and orchardists to 
check with beekeepers before 
spraying. 

Keepers, who typically invest 
about $110 per hive each year, 
generally have a profit margin of 
less than $10 per hive, Bach said. 

. . “They.’re. living, on. cash flow 
and not really making a profit," 
he said.

The Istook amendment undertook to 
solve a nonexistent problem. It was sup- 
posed to establish religious liberty in the 
United States of America - as though the 
First Amendment had not already done 
so (in mercifully fewer words than Is- 
took’s poorly written, vaporous amend- 
ment), and as though America has not 
been The envy of the world for over 200

Aid workers assess 
danger in Afghanistan 


FAISABAD, Afghanistan (AP) 
— Aid workers postponed some 
emergency food deliveries Sunday 
while they determined whether 
potentially deadly disease had bro- 
ken out in remote, quake-damaged 

villages in northern Afghanistan. 

The May 30 quake killed up to 
4,700 people and injured thou- 
sands of others, accordihg to 
Afghan authorities. It smnshed 
houses and swallowed crops and 
livestock. 

It also buried wells and tainted 
other water supplies, creating 
ideal conditions for infectious dis- 
ease. On Sunday, an outbreak of 
bloody diarrhea was reported in 
the Chah-ab region, about 35 mifr< 
west of Faisabad, UJ4. spokesman 
Rupert Colville said. 

Red Cross helicopters delayed 
some food deliveries and set out 
for the region to investigate 
whether the outbreak mi ght signal 
shigella or dysentery. 

The diarrhea victims had been 
brought into a clinic on donkeys 
from remote villages, said Angus 
Fraser, the UJ4. team coordinator 
in Faisabad. 

Chris Johnson, a water specialist 
with the Oxfam relief organization, 
said the isolation of the affected 
villages — and the fact that most 
quake victims had yet to congre- 

Bomb rips * 
through train

KARACHI, Pakistan (AP) — A 
powerful bomb tore through a 
train traveling through southern 
Pakistan on Sunday, killing 26 
people and wounding 45, some 
seriously. 

The train was passing through 
a village 18 miles outside 
Sukkur, some 120 miles north of 
Karachi, capital of the southern 
Sindh province, when the bomb 
shattered the train just before 
dawn, police said. 

The 18-carriage express, with 
a capacity to cany 1,800 passen- 
gers, was headed toward the 
northwestern city of Peshawar, 
police said. Among the dead 
were four children below age 5.

DEAR BURNED: Media head- 
lines sometimes have a way of 
creating news sensations where 
none exist, or making something 
sound new and eye-popping 
when the information is really 
well established and even dated. 

The study you are referring to 
is on epidemiological review of 
10 previously published studies, 
recently presented at the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science meeting 
in Philadelphia by Dr. Marianne 
Berwick, an epidemiologist at 
Memorial Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer Center in New York. 

Berwick stated that, “based on 
the evidence, we conclude sun- 
burn itself probably does not 
cause melanoma, but that it is an 
important sign of excessive sun 
exposure, particularly among 
those who ore genetically suscep- 
tible because of their skin. type.” 
My response is, well, duh! 
Dermatologists have long been 
aware that sunscreen protection 
is probably not related to skin 

„mclanoinns»_but-ni0st_lik«rly_ 

directly linked to basal cell cam- 
noma. 

Further, the issue of sunburn 
not being implicated in some skin 
can ce rs has long been concluded 
in Europe and Australia, and 
recently here in the United 
States. But that’s about UVA pro- 
tection vs. UVB protection. The 
importance of protecting skin 
from UVA rays (skin-cancer and 

—wrinkling-causing mys)_aswgllns 

UVB rays (sunbuming rays) has 
been demonstrated. 

Further, Berwick’s study 
looked at sunscreen use over the 
past 10 years. She should have 
checked into the type of formula- 
tions that were used over that 
period. It is only recently that 
cosmetic chemists have started 
formulating sunscreens with 
ingredients that can protect 
equally from both UVB and UVA 
damage. People who used tradi- 
tional sunscreens over the past 10 
years were putting their skin at 
risk because they would have 
been getting sunburn protection 
only, while still being exposed to 
harmful, skin cancer, wrinkle 
causing UVA rays. 

Others have raised questions 
about how Berwick’s study was 
done and the conclusions her 
team reached. Dr. Roger Ccillcy, 
past president of the American 
Academy of Dermatology, refut- 
ed the suggestion that long-term 
sunscreen users derived no bene- 
fit from sunscreen.
